"FROM THE SELECTMEN'S POINT OF VIEW" 


The year 1966 was our fifth year of operation as a town, although the time 
has passed so swiftly that it hasn't seemed that long. This is due, in part, to the 
fact that we take a great deal of interest in the town's affairs and derive much 
satisfaction from helping to solve its problems. 


Our program of highway improvement is well on the way and seems to be 
working, for we receive fewer complaints each year, although the horrible 
thought occurs tous that fewer complaints could be due to sore throats from past 
complaining. 


The town dump situation still remains as it was last year. The Planning 
Board will soon be making recommendations for improvement which will, un- 
fortunately, be accompanied by a much higher price tag. We will all then be faced 
with deciding whether we wish to pay more for being neat and orderly orif we 
should pay less and remain somewhat sloppy. No matter how we run our town 
dump, it is never going to be a very desirable picnic spot. 


The Planning Board was instructed by the 1966 town meeting to select a sight 
for the proposed highway garage. After due consideration they decided that the 
present location was best. As it was late in the year when the decision was made, 
we decided to hold upconstruction until 1967. Title to the land still remains to be 
determined. 


Our Police Chief, Mr. Gary Young, resigned in the spring to accept a po- 
sition with the Whitefield Police Department. We offered the post to several people 
in town and got a remarkable array of excuses, some of which we filed for our 
own future use. Finally we appointed Mr. Willard Johnson, who is also Chief of 
Police in Franconia, and as his assistant Mr. Ernest Doolan, also of Franconia, 
and a member of the Franconia Department. The town was patrolled by one or the 
other of these officers at least once each night during the tourist season and both 
were on call. Our records show that they were called numerous times. This was 
as much as we could do on the appropriation alloted to the Police Department. 
We were criticized on several occasions for not providing as much police cover- 
age as in the immediate past, but the fact is, as we pointed out at the 1966 annual 
meeting, that Chief Young took an enormous interest in his job and did a great 
deal of patrolling for which he did not bill us as he knew that funds were not a- 
vailable. We realize that there is a need for more police coverage during the tourist 
season. To be perfectly blunt about it, the answer is - money! If the town wishes 
increased police patrol it is necessary only to provide the money and the Select- 
men will see that it is done. 
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We wish to thank Chief Johnson and Officer Doolan for their assistance and 
cooperation. 


You will note anew itemin this year's report; namely, the financial statement 
of the Sugar Hill Fire Department. The Fire Department has entered this on re- 
quest of some interested citizens. We hope you are all interested. 


We expect that most of you are familiar with the formation of the Fire De- 
partment in 1948 as a non-profit corporation, which it still is. Probably you are 
also familiar with its growth from one third-hand vehicle to the present efficient 
equipment. 


The Department is presently installing radio equipment consisting of a base 
station at Donovan's Rest Home, and mobile units in the two tankers. Shortly 
they will be installing monitor alerting units in the individual firemen's homes. 
This is all being financed by proceeds of past Horse Shows, as has most of the 
equipment. We are grateful to the Donovan's for their cooperation in this venture. 


The selectmen would like to congratulate Chief Albert Aldrich and his fire- 
men for this latest addition to the Department's equipment and for providing 
efficient fire protection to the town at small cost to the taxpayers. We feel that 
the annual appropriation made by the town is a good investment. 


The financial standing of the town continues to go in the right direction. We 
have no debt. We have established a capital reserve fund, and the current balance 
sheet again shows a surplus. Please note that the Town Tax Rate went from $9.10 
per thousand in 1965 to$8.90 per thousand in 1966. Most taxpayers were grateful 
for the fact that something went down even though the net tax rate was up. 








Once again we are proposing to reverse the general direction of taxation by 
presenting a net budget figure lower than that of last year. This is the third year 
ina row that this has been done and it must set some sort of a record. The school 
budgets did not increase as sharply this year so we feel that it is just possible 
that our net tax rate may be lower than last year. We base this prediction on the 
lower net figure we are presenting in the budget, together with the fact that we 
will pick up considerable valuation this year due to new construction. 


In the past we have pointed towhat we felt was anupward trend in construction 
in Sugar Hill. We are, never-the-less, considerably startled to find that the 
number of construction starts in 1966 was double that of our highest previous year. 


We feel that this alone is sufficient reason for us all to pay very close at- 
tention to the proposals the Planning Board will shortly be presenting.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


Since Town Meeting last year your Planning Board has been meeting 
regularly. The selectmen have frequently met with us, and have been of 
great help. Most meetings have been held under the guidance of Hans 
Klunder, the planning consultant engaged by Sugar Hill. 


The bulk of the work to date has been study. Questions such as the 
following have received great attention: 


Who lives in Sugar Hill? 

Why do they live here? 

What kind of town is this? 

What kind of town do we want to become? 
What are the dangers facing us? 

How can we prevent these? 


Repeatedly we have been told by residents that they like Sugar Hill 
the way itis. Wedotoo. But it will not remain this way unless we 
take steps to put safeguards into effect. Changes can occur quickly and 
irrevocably. We cannot prevent changes and we do not wish to hinder 
progress. But we may be able to guide change and progress within the 
framework of that which Sugar Hill values---preservation of its charm, 
its beauty, its peaceful and uncluttered atmosphere, its magnificent 
views. 


It is our recommendation that at Town Meeting this year we adopt 
subdivision regulations. These have one chief purpose: to provide a 
developer or subdivider with guidelines for maintaining the present 
charm and beauty of Sugar Hill so that neighboring landowners will be 
insured against loss of property value. 


The subdivision regulations affect only those landowners who wish 
to divide their property into smaller segments. These regulations stress 
consideration for neighboring landowners and would include acceptable 
street layouts, adequate provision for sewage and water drainage, etc. 


The PB feels that the regulations are reasonable, and that the Town 


should vote in favor of the article.
